BALDWIN STRIKERS HAPPY.

Declare Company Cannot Get Enough
Men to Operate Shops.

Philadelphin, June 27.—Asserting
that the officiuls of the Buldwin Loco-
motive works cannot get enough men
to operate the various shops, the unlon
employees of the company who are
ont on strike say that the situatlon Is
encouraging.

The plekets who are statloned all
around the plant report to the union
lenders that none of the unfon men
biave reported for work and that only
n few new men have entercd the
ghops. The company does not admit
that they brought men here to replnce
the strikers, bul the latter declare that
the officials of the works have been
trylng to get nonunion men.

Lenders of the unlon sald that the
vinvassers collected considerable mon-
oy since they began going from honse
lo house on Saturday asking contrilin-
tions In ald of the strikers. The re-
celpts have not been counted yet, Liut
the sirikers say they belleve they have
obtalned enough money to tide them
over any finanelal stringency that may
arise.

As a result meetings
httve heen held In every affevted dis
trict for the purpose of declding upon
i polley, It I8 expected that o)
lirms will Indorse the positlon tnken
by the shipping owners at Leith, who
nnunimously agreed that in view o
the condition of the frelght market
nnd the cowmpetition of forelgn ship
e concessions were lmpossible. They
will Iny up their ships roather thun
vield, The owners at Hull and Goole
hitve taken the same stand.

The most serfous phage of the strike
I% the action of the dockers nnud trans
port workers, who are out at mouny
places. Thousands guit nt Liverpool,
While the walkout- s ostensibly in
sympathy with the seamoen and fire
men, the men made It clear that they
will themselves demand an advance in
wages, It Is uncertaln as yet whether
the Natlonal Union of Dock Laborers
will officlally indorse the action of the
men in golng out. The union Is both
numerically and fingoclally strong, so
that If it gives Its coutennnce to the
fight it will be a bitter and costly one.

gling Case Reaches Head. |

PARR “HOUNDED,” HE SAYS.|

Detective Employed by Rich Manu-
facturer Mentioned In Case Denies
Hise Men Repeated Damaging
Stery to Customs Man's Wife,

Noew York, June 27.—Supch informa-
tlon as the government bas obtalned
concerning the nlleged smuggling into
this port of valuable Jewelry sald to
bave been preseuted  to Mrs. Helen
Jenkins, has been turned over to Unit-
ed States Attorney Wise. Collector
Loeb declines to discuss the case, but
it was sald that be bas started un in-
vestigation of the report that customs
men were bribed when the llegal Lin-
portations were mnde,

The Nathan Allen mentioned 18 a
leather  muanufacturer of Kenosha,
Wis.,, who Is said to have presented
Mrs, Jenkins with the smuggled jew-
elry. John R. Collins of Nashville,
Tenw, bas also been mentioned in the
case, and it s Intimated that several
persons In New York had something to
do with Mrs. Jenking' jewels.

The customs house becume interest-
ed In the case last April, when Rlch-
ard Parr, the deputy surveyor who fig-
ured so prominently In the sugar over-
weolghing enses, told Collector Loeb
that he had recelved a tip cencerning
I smuggling scheme with unusual fea-
tures. Since then $5,000 worth of
Jewels which were In Mrs, Jenking'
possession have been seized by the
customs men.

It was from Mrs. Jenking principally
that lnformation concerning the smug-
gling 18 understood to have been ob-
tined, and laust month Mrs. Jenkins
went to Chleago, where she wans met
by Parr in the conurse of his investign-
tlons. It is said that the government's
information concerns Jewelry and
weurlng apparel vidued at over $300,-
(L1

Since the Investigation was taken up
many stories caleulated to discredit
Mr. Parr have reached government of-
ficers. Mr. I'arr has said that durlng
his Investlgations he had been “hound-
ed” very much as he wus while work-
Ing on the sugar cases. Last Thurs:
day some one ecnlled up Mr. Parr's
wife on the telephone and tried to tell
her a story which, If true, would have
reflected upon her husbapd's personal
character and which was mighty un-
pleasint to hear in any event. Mrs
FParr became hysterical, and yeaterday
her eldld was born dead. Mrs, Parr, it
wns sald, Is recovering, Her husband
says that he means to see the fight
throngh, no matter what happens,

The Mooney & Boland detective
ngency, which has for a long time not-
ad In Mr. Allen's Interests as far as
those interests concern Mrg, Jenkins,
denles that it was one of thelr opera-
tives who spoke to Mrs. Parr on the
telephone.

The detective agency superintendent
denles that any one connected with
the office did anything to hinder Parr
in his work and adds that, on the con-
trary, the agency offered to the gov-
ernment by letter to Secretary of the
Treasury MacVeagh and Collector
Loeb to hand over thelr information
concerning Mrs, Jenkins,

More recently Mr, Allen's counsel,
Mr. Forrest, went to Collector Loeb.
He told the collector that he repre-
sented both Mr. Allen and Mr. Colllns
in this matter, and that {f the govern-
ment could show any clalm or make
any specific sccnsution against elther
man they would settle at once if it
wns 2 cnse of undervaluation or fall-
nre to declare and that Mr, Allen
wonld come on at once to face any spe-
cific charge.

Mr. Loelh declined the offer, and It is
understood that he wants the whole
nffalr atred In court In order to clear
up the Imputations concerning his own
men, as well as to secure the convie:

Kiel, Germany, June 27.—J, Plerpont
Morgun has presented to Emperor Wi
flam the nutograph letter written by
Martin Luther to Emperor Charles V.,
which he recently bought for £20,000

His majesty was Immensely pleased
and forthwith conferred the grand
cross of the Onder of the Red Eagle
on Mr, Morgan.

The Luther letter, which is in Latin,
wns written in 1521 durlng the re-
former's reliurn journey from the diet
of Worms nnd described the proceed-
ings and defended his attitude.

Senate Rejects Root’s Reci-
procity Proposal.

EXPECT AN EARLY VOTE NOW

Sonator Penrose Presents Agresment
to Vote on Canadian Pact and Oth-
er Billa Before July 26, but Pro-
gressives May Oppose Plan.

Washington, June 27.—The Root
amendment to the Canndinn reciprocity
bill was defeated in the sennte. The
Indications are now that reciprocity
hos free salling and will puss without
amendent at an eariler dnte than bas
been expected.

The Root amendment was defeated
without any record vote, no roll having |
been demanded. Viee President Sher- |
man slmply sinted the question, there
wins a4 mild chorus of “yeas” und a
louder chorus of “nays,” and he de-|
clired the nmendment lost,

The HRoot amendment proposed to
delny the free andmission of wood pulp
and print paper into this country until |
all restrictions agninst the exportation |
of these products had been removed
by the Canadian provinees, Under the |
terms of the bill In its present form |
pulp and print paper will be admitted |
free from all provinces except those |
that maintain export restrictions, |

Steps were lmmediately taken look-
fng toward the fixing of a date tnr|
voting upon the reciprocity and other |
turill measures. An agreement wis |
drawn up by Chalrman Penrose of tlm|
finance committee and submitted to n
number of senators on both sldes uf|
the chamber,

This argument proposes that a vote |
should be taken by uwoanimous consent
on the Cangdion reciprocity bill on
July 24; on the farmers’ free list on
the following day, and on the Under-
wood wool bill an July 26,

There was considerable iuterest man-
Ifested on the floor when Senntor Pen-
rose produced this document. He took
it to the vice president and the two
retired to the rear of the senate cham-
ber and began summoning senators to |
tuke a look at it

Senator Martin of Virginia, the mi-l
nority leader, was called in, but was
not very much disposed Mo acqulesce
in it. Other Democratle leaders, in-
cluding Benator Williems of Missis-
sippl, were consulted.
